that a salary of 54.000 should be paid 
the next, judge und that he should be 
compelled to devote all of his time to 
the duties of the office.

GRABS YOUNG WOMAN AS SHE ENTERS 


COAL SHED IN REAR OF SCHOOL HOUSE 


The whole county in and around Kneeland and Raymond, was arous- 


ed yesterday afternoon and last night because of an assault made upon Miss 
Medora noskilly, twenty-one years old, a school teacher at Kneeland. One 
hundred and fifty farmers, with automobiles and other vehicles. Sheriff 
Arnold and six deputies of Milwaukee county. Under Sheriff George Wherrey 
of this city, and Deputy Sheriff Christiansen of Corliss, and Deputy Sheriff 
Harry Wherrey and W. R. Taylor, scoured the country for hours in search 
of the assailant, supposed to be a farm hand in the vicinity who has served 
a term-in the state's prison.

One 
of the pupils in the school discovered her and the alarm was Klvc-n. 
Miss 


Ttoskllly was removed to the home of Stephen West where she boarded 
and it was some time before she recovered consciousness. 
One of her 


lingers was broken, she was bruised on the right side and her face, which 
was covered with coal dust and dirt, was scratched. She was completely 
prostrated from the shock. 


Makes Effort To Escape 


Miss Roskilly states that when the man started after her she ran to- 


ward the door, but that he caughc and threw her down, struck her in the 
face with his fists, tore off her watch and chain, which was around her 
neck, and after kicking her, possibly to ascertain whether she was alive, 
left the building. 


The watch and chain was found in the school yard, the assailant evi- 


dently having dropped or thrown it away in his flighty The description 
given of her. assailant answers to that of a farm hand who was employed 
in the vicinity and is said to have served a sentence In prison. 
The last 


seen of the man he was walking on the Loomls road toward Racine. 
Every 


effort is being made to capture him. 


Miss Roskilly was a former well known resident of Racine and a 


graduate of the Kacine high school and her parents reside in the town of 
Mt. Pleasant. 


Assailant :J5 Years Old 


The assailant is described as a man thirty-five years old; five feet ten 


inches tall; weight 150 pounds; wore/'a Fandy mustache, lie wore a dirty 
gray coat with 1'ur collar; striped overalls and hife'h laced shoes. 
A farm 


hand answering to this description was traced to a farm three miles distance 
where he had been engaged curly that morning. The farmers stated that 
the man h:id worked in the fields from T o'clock in the morning and as the 
assault was committed about S o'clock In the morning, it could not have 
been he. 
However, this farm hand, who had retired for the night, will be 


closely questioned today.
